"HIGH  FINANCE"  GETS  LOWER. 

Ever  since  the  inception  of  dues  and  literature  sales,  we've 
had  to  deal  with  the  high  cost  of  currency  conversion  (our  official 
currency  being  the  U.S.  dollar).  Charges  incurred  by  non-U. S. 
members  for  bank  drafts  and  money  orders  have  been  disproportion¬ 
ately  high  (and  personal  checks  even  more  of  a  problem) .  In  the 
past,  ISASC  couldn't  afford  to  assume  these  charges,  and  we've  had 
to  ask  our  members  to  do  so.  Now,  however,  we've  come  across  a

worldwide  company,  Deak-Perera,  that  offers  various  currency 
services,  the  most  important  one  for  our  purposes  being  the 
conversion  of  money  orders,  bank  drafts,  and  personal  checks  from 
any  of  120  different  currencies  to  U.S.  dollars,  each  for  a 
believe-it-or-not  charge  of  only  $1.00. 

This  means  that  starting  now,  non-U. S.  members  can  pay  their  dues 
and  buy  catalogs,  extra  issues  of  EQM,  etc.,  with  a  money  order, 
bank  draft,  or  personal  check  in  their  own  currency  in  the  proper 
U.S.  dollar  equivalent.  And  best  of  all,  now  that  our  exchequer 
is  in  decent  condition  and  because  we  feel  it's  equitable  for  dues, 
etc.,  to  be  the  same  for  all  members,  we're  quite  amenable  to 
absorbing  the  dollar  surcharges.  In  addition,  the  service  will 
make  life  much  easier  for  our  treasurer,  Al  Eaches.  A  real  fiscal 
blessing !
